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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amended claims remain rejected over the 
references of record. Applicant argues that the data in Figures 1-2 established the criticality of the recited concentration range of sulfur in 
the diesel fuel. However, the data does not contain a comparative example reflecting the composition of Chamberlin which contains a low 
sulfur diesel oil and a broader range of sulfur concentration in the fuel. Also, the diameter of the particles measured in the figures is not the 
same as the diameter recited in the claims. Applicant's data is therefore not sufficient to establish the criticality of the claimed concentration 
range of sulfur or unexpected results. As discussed in previous office actions, Chamberlin in view of Alcorn, or Chamberlin in view of 
Cooper in light of the evidence provided by Twigg, teach the same method recited in the claims, using lubricating oils and diesel fuels with 
sulfur contents overlapping or falling within the claimed ranges, and continuously regenerating traps, and would therefore produce the same 
reduction in emissions of nucleation mode particles. 
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
